But the draft 
numbers, he said, will be enclosed 
in the same blue capsules used in 
the last draft. He showed report- 
ers one of them, with a small tag 
bearing the number 258—the first 
in the lottery in World War days. 
To Take at’ Least_12 Hours. 

Dykstra said he did not know 
who would take over the bulk of 
the drawing after the President 
had selected the first f&mber, but 
that he thought the process would 
take at least 12 hours. 

The numbers drawn will cor- 
respond with serial numbers as- 
signed to more than 16,500,000 men 
who registered for selective mili- 
tary service last week. The order 
ws which the numbers are drawn 
vill determine the order in which 
the men in each draft area are 
called for service. 

Drawings will continue until 
numbers have been reached ex- 
ceeding the highest serial number 
assigned in any selective service 
area. The reason for exceeding 
the top serial number, Dykstra 
; Said, is to “be sure that late com- 
ers get a number.” 

Local Speed-Up Urged. 
Selective service headquarters, 
rging local boards to speed up the 
job of assigning serial numbers to 
the men who registered indicated 
last night that virtually everything 
else was in readiness for the draw- 
ing which will decide the order in 
which registrants will be subject 
z to call for miltary service.

4500 VOTERS REGISTER 
IN CITY UP 10 3 P.M. 


Last-Minute Rush So. Great 
Election Board Puts on 
Extra Workers. 


An estimated total of 4500 voters 
registered up to 3 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon at the Election Board’s of- 
fice, 208 South Twelfth boulevard. 
This was the last day of register- 
ing for the Nov. 5 election. The 
mid-day rush was so great that 12 
teams of clerks were added to the 
registering force, which earlier in 
the day consisted of 58 teams, and 
the third floor was opened for the 
use of the added workers. 

Chairman Cahrles M. Hay of the 
board estimated that 8000 to 9000 
voters would be added to the rolls 
today, bringing the gross registra- 
tion to more than 450,000, subject to 
later revision by the clerks’ can- 
vass Friday and Saturday. Reg- 
istration before today totaled 442,- 
238, considerably more than the 
record registration of 426,786 four 
years ago. 

The chairman estimated that the 
number of names to be removed 
from the rolls by the clerks’ can- 
vass might reach 20,000, because of 
errors, deaths, duplications and re- 
movals, 

It was announced that all in line 
at 5 p. m. would be permitted to 
register, but that the doors of the 
building would be closed at that 
time, and no further arrivals would 
be admitted. In mid-afternoon the 
line reached a half-block, to Walnut 
street. 

Charles M. Hay, chairman of the 
board, asked those who voted in 
the August primary election and 
who have moved since them not to 
apply for transfers today so that 
facilities of the office may be left 
free for applicants whose last 
chance to register is today. Some 
who were registered before the pri- 
mary but did not vote then may 
have been removed from the rolls, 
he pointed out. 

On Saturday, when the board’s 
office was open to 10 p. m., 7216 
persons registered. Registration 
Friday totaled 6300 and on Thurs- 
day it was 5800. The office was 
open until 10 p. m. both days. 

Persons who have moved since 
their registration may obtain trans- 
fers by mailing or delivering trans- 
fer cards bearing the applicant’s 
signature and his old and new ad- 
dress. Blank cards may be ob- 
tained at the board’s office by per- 
sonal visit or telephoned request. 
Transfer cards postmarked before 
midnight Oct. 30 will be accepted.

6 KILLED WHEN ‘CHUTE 
INES CATCH ON PLANE 


Stunt Man, Pilot and Four 
Sightseers Lose Lives 
in Arkansas. 


MARIANNA, Ark., Oct. 21 (AP). 
The Civil Aeronautics Board 
planned today to investigate an ac- 
cident in which six persons were 
} killed after a sightseeing plane be- 
came entangled in a stunt man’s 
parachute at an air show and 
plunged 500 feet to earth. 

Witnesses said the plane was cir- 
cling slowly around the descending 
parachutist yesterday to give four 
passengers a close view. The craft 
became caught in the parachute’s 
shrouds and plunged  earthward, 
carrying the parachutist with it. 

The parachutist’s body, however. 
landed some 600 feet from the 
wreckage, after first being thrown 
against a wing of the plane and 
then being tossed upward and 
away from the ship as the propeller 
sheared the cords of the parachute. 

The dead: Ipaul Nalejawa, 30 
years old, of Browerville, Minn., the 
parachutist; George Zorn, 30, of 
'Greenville, Miss., the pilot; Law- 
rence de Marke, 30, Marianna 
laundry owner; Paul Bowie, 35, for- 
mer Marshal at Brickeys, a near- 
by town: J. M. Cook, 55, a planta- 
tion owner who lived near Marian- 
na; and Joe Campbell, 34, of For- 
rest City. 

Nalejawa’s final leap, which 
started from another plane at an 
altitude of 3000 feet, was billed as 
his 18lst. He started parachute 
jumping five years ago in North 
Dakota. 

Zorn had 10 years of flying ex- 
perience.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will not accept Wen- 
dell L. Willkie’s challenge to de- 
b@e the campaign issues in Balti- 
more Oct. 30, but instead probably 
will make a major political address 


at the Academy of Music that night 
in Brooklyn, where the usually 
Democratic Irish are said to be 


“off the New Deal reservation.” 

This clear tndication of the ad- 
ministration’s growing concern 
over the outcome of the election 
was given today by Stephen T. 
Early, White House secretary, who 
also disclosed that Senator Soaott 
Lucas of Illinois, Roosevelt's Mid- 
dle West campaign manager, had 
urged the President to make cam- 
paign speeches in Illinois and Mich- 
igan, both believed to be doubtful 
states. The suggestion was re- 
jected. ° 

The Oct. 30 address was tenta- 
tively scheduled for delivery in 
Constitution Hall here, where for 
the most part the President would 
have addressed office-holders. In 
Brooklyn, he would have the dem- 
onstrative crowds which always 
turn out when he appears person- 
ally in voting communities domi- 
nated by Democratic political ‘ma- 
chines. 


Three Speeches in New York. 


If Brooklyn is aaded to*the cam- 
paign itinerary, it will be the third 
New York speech scheduled for the 
last week of the campaign in New 
York with its 47 electoral votes. 
The two others will be in Madison 
Square Garden Oct. 28 and Hyde 
Park, Nov. 4. 

The Democrats can win the elec- 
tion without New York’s 47 votes; 
the Republicans must have these 
votes if Willkie is to win. The 
Republicans are counting on a 
large upstate majority for Willkie, 
while the Democrats are assured 
a large majority in New York City 
but with Brooklyn giving the most 
concern. 

The latest blow to Democratic 
hopes was announcement today by 
the New York Dailv News that its 
poll showed Willkie leading Roose- 
velt for the entire state by 50.6 to 
49.4 per cent of the sample voters. 
This poll estimated that Willkie 
would reecive 53.5 per cent of two 
populous sections of Brooklyn 
against 46.5 per cent for Roosevelt. 
In 1936, Brooklyn gave Roosevelt a 
two-to-one majority over Landon.

UVER WIDE AREA 


Liverpool, Coastal Towns 
Are Targets — Attackers 
Draw Heavy Fire — Hits 
on Hospitals and Shelters 
Disclosed. 


LONDON, Oct. 21 (AP).—Anti- 
aircraft guns opened up a deafen- 
ing barrage in the London area 
when darkness fell tonight, after 
earlier sporadic firing. : 

The barrage signaled the return 
of Nazis raiders to the city after a 
day they had devoted largely to 
scattered hit-and-run tactics over 
Britain. 


The night raiders arrived on 
schedule, around 7:30 o’clock.: 
Ground fire was heavy first in 
the outskirts and then moved to- 
ward the city’s inner areas. It 
gradually attained the force of an 
average night. 

The explosion of several bombs 
was heard, but the raid got under 
way more slowly than those on two 
previous nights, 


Two Day Raids. 


Alarms had sounded twice 
London before mid-afternoon. 
In the first raid, the Germans 
again sent over fast, single-engined 
planes to run the British anti-air- 
craft fire in ones and twos. 

At times, the barrage was as 
heavy as during some of the big- 
gest night raide. British batteries 
thundered along the Thames es- 
tuary, trying to pick off invading 
planes dodging low to take cover 
among clouds which had helped to 
slacken Nazi attacks last night. 
Two bombs struck the capital just 
before the sirens shrieked the first 
warning of the day. Three bombs 
fell in one London area early in the 
afternoon, damaging some dwell- 
ings and breakin a water main. 


Shelters Hit. 


Reports from last night’s raids 
disclosed that a number of per- 
sons, including some children, were 
killed when a bomb hit a line of 
shelters in a London working class 
district. 

A direct hit on the children’s 
ward of a London hospital in the 
night attack also was revealed. Al- 
though a number of children were 
in the building no serious casual- 
ties were reported. 

The Air Ministry listed only one 
German plane as shot down during 
today’s raids, carried out ir rainy 
weather. 

Its communique 
dropped in the London area caused 
a number of casualties, some of 
them fatal, and damaged an apart- 
ment house and _ several other 
houses. 

The Midlands and the northwest 
also were raided, the communique 
said, a factory was damaged at 
Manchester and some damage done 
at several points along the channel.

LONDON, Oct. 21 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill told the French 
people tonight that Adolf Hitler 
“is resolved on nothing less than 
the complete wiping out of the 
French nation” and urged French- 
men to “rearm your spirits before 
it is too late.” 


In a talk to the people of Brit- 
ain’s fallen ally, broadcast in Eng- 
lish and French, he declared Brit- 
ain is fighting for a victory which 
“we will share with you” and said 
all Britain asked of Frenchmen “is 
that, if you cannot help us, at least 
you will not hinder us.” 

An apparent reference to Ameri- 
can aid for Britain came in this 
‘passage of Churchill’s fighting 
speech: 

“The crimes of Herr Hitler are 
bringing upon him and upon all 
who belong to his system a retribu- 
tion which many of us will live to 
see. 

“The story is not yet finished, 
but it will not be so long, We are 
on his track and so are our friends 
;across the Atlantic Ocean.” 

Churchill’s broadcast came at a 
time when the Germans were ru- 
mored as attempting to maneuver 
the French into joining forces with 
the Axis Powers against the British. 


Denies Seeking Ships. 


“Do not imagine, as the Ger- 
man-controlled wireless told you, 
that we English seek to take your 
ships and colonies,” the Prime Min- 
ister remonstrated. 

“The British seck only ‘to beat 
the life and soul out of Hitler,’” 
he continued. 

Churchill reminded Frenchmen 
that Britons have not forgotten the 
“ties that unite us to the French.” 

The British, he continued, “now 
as ever,” have command of the seas 
and “in 1941 we shall have com- 
mand of the air.” 

“Remember what this means,” he 
urged Frenchmen. 

Churchill made a bid for the good 
will of the French people, declaring 
that “when good people get into 
trouble because they are attacked 
and heavily smitten by the vile and 
wicked they must be careful not 
to get at loggerheads.” 

Appeal to France. 


Appealing to France, he said: 

“Frenchmen, for more than 30 
years, in peace and war, I have 
marched with you and I am still 
marching along the same road to- 
night. I speak to you at your fire- 
sides, wherever you may be or 
whatever your fortunes are, 

“T repeat the prayer around the 
Louis d’Or (French coin): Dieu 
protege la France (God _ protect 
France).” 

Declaring London is bearing up

Then he quipped, “So are the 
fishes.”

Permission was given today 
British censors to tell about it. 

A German plane laid a stick of 
bombs across the big square in 
London’s fashionable West End. 
One demolished: a house, damaged 
two others across the square and 
blew in’a few windows of the Em- 
bassy. 

Another bomb failed to explode 
immediately in a deep pit about 
50 feet from the front door. It 
went off a few hours later, blasted 
more windows and hurled soil and 
stones on to the roof and against 
the front wall.

CHICAGO, Oct. 21 (AP).—A new 
kind of rubber that conducts elec- 
tricity, instead of insulating 
against it, was shown to the Amer- 
ican College of Surgeons today as 


sions of anesthetics during surgery. 

Explosions of anesthetic gases 
during surgery are uncommon, but 
are feared because it has been dif- 
ficult to prevent them completely 
and because they are likely to occur 
in a patient’s lungs, with fatal re- 
sults. Their cause is static elec- 
tricity, the kind that sparks off a 
person's fingers, the kind auto- 
mobile highway toll stations guard 
against with a wire sticking up 
from the pavement to draw the 
static from the halted car. 

In case of the automobile, the 
rubber tires, by insulating the ve- 
hicle, are the main cause of. static 
building up in the car body and 
the passengers. The new rubber, 
which contains an electric-conduct- 
ing compound, works exactly the 
opposite, The surgeons were shown 
hardened, conducting rubber cas- 
tors for operating tables and other 
surgical room furniture. 

It was explained that the rubber 
is designed not only for furniture 
“feet,” where static tends to build 
up, ,.but for surgeons’ and nurses’ 
shoes, for the tubes which carry 
anesthetic gases to the patient’s 
mask and any place where it is de- 
Sirable to draw off electricity.

WOMAN GEIS YEAR 
FOR EMBEZZLEMENT 


Former Cashier of Real Estate 
Firm Pleads Guilty to Mis- 
demeanor Count, 


Mrs. Claire Beckman Graving, 
former cashier of the Barngrove 
Realty Co., who took between $4000 
and $5000 of the company’s money 
over a five-year period, pleaded 
guilty of embezzlement before Cir- 
cuit Judge Eugene J. Sartorius to- 
day and was sentenced to a year 
in the Workhouse. 

At the suggestion of Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Joseph M. Walsh, 
Mrs. Graving was permitted to 
plead guilty of embezzlement of less 
than $30, which is a misdemeanor. 
The one-year workhouse sentence 
is the maximum punishment for a 
misdemeanor, Under a felony em- 
bezzlement charge the minimum 
sentence is two years in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Mrs. Graving, 33 years old, is the 
wife of Joseph Graving, an employe 
in the city street department. They 
live at 4018 Winnebago street. 

Walsh said Mrs. Graving was 
permitted to plead guilty to the 
lesser charge because the pecula- 
tions which occurred more than 
three years ago were outlawed by 
the statute of limitations. He added 
that the company did not wish to 
see her receive too severe punish- 


‘ment. 


At the time of her arrest last 
July, James L. Barngrove, presi- 
dent of the company, said he was 
at-a loss to understand the reason 
for the embezzlement. Mrs. Grav- 
ing consistently declined to make 
any statement, other than to admit 
the thefts.

SENATORS URGE 
REGULATION OF 
RL FINANCING 


Committee Report Cites 
Bremo Corporation Con- 


trol of Great Western as 
Illustration of Need. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP).— 
The Senate Railroad Finance Com- 
mittee reported today that the man- 
ner in which Bremo ‘Corporation 


obtained in 1929 and held for sev- 
eral years control of the Chicago 
Great Western Railroad demon- 
strated need for tighter Federal 
control of railroad financial opera- 
tions and railroad holdirg com- 
panies. 
In one of a series of reports to 
the Senate the committee said that 
evidence it had gathered showed 
“the need of legislation to prevent 
railroads from becoming the vic- 
tims of holding company specula- 
tion.” 
“The public interests requires,” 
the committee reported, “that the 
management of railroads should be 
in responsible and cor.scientious 
hands, and not under the control 
of speculators. Railroad regulation 
is seriously hampered unless hold- 
ing companies and similar inter- 
ests which control many roads are 
eliminated or carefully regulated. 


Calls for Legislation. 
“At present there is no effective 
mears of even ascertaining the 
identity of the persons and com- 
panies which own railroad stocks. 
Legislation is necessary to deal with 
the whole problem of railroad hold- 
ing companies.” 
The committee also recommended 
legislation to “plug holes” in the 
existing law forbidding railroads 
to carry traffic in which they have 
an interest and “to prevent un- 
wholesome relatiorships between 
carrier interests and shipper inter- 
ests with their unfortunate conse- 
quences to the public.” 
“The Bremo venture,” the com- 
mittee said, “conducted first 
through a stock market pool and 
later through the Bremo holding 
company, was designed to seize con- 
trol of the Chicago Great Western 
on a shoestring. The stocks pur- 
chased by the pool and by the hold- 
ing company were bought or. mar- 
gin, and even some of the margin 
was obtained on a margin. 

Traffic Men’s Role. 
“As an investment the Great 
Western was not ‘attractive,’ but 
the Bremo venturers devised a 
scheme to make it pay. * Traffic 
managers in the group, including 
mer. who controlled the freight 
routing of packing houses like 
Swift, Cudahy and Wilson, automo- 
bile concerns like Dodge, Hupp and 
Oakland, oil companies like Shell 
and Standard of Indiana, grocers 
like Libby and Kroger, and others, 
were expected to ‘work for their 
investment’ by diverting freight to 
the Great Westerr from its com- 
petitors. 


“This scheme encouraged the 
routing of traffic according to the 
personal pecuniary interests of the 
traffic managers rather than upon 
the basis of sound standards of 
freight transportation.” 

The committee’s investigation of 
railroad finances was begun in 
1936 and lasted more than two 
years, covering many of the major 
transportation systems. It has pro- 
vided the basis for pending legis- 
lation to revise railroad bankruptcy 
laws, regulate railroad holding 
companies and tighten regulation 
of the carriers’ finances. 
From time to time preliminary 
reports have been issued covering 


Members’ Statement. 
Chairman Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, and Senator Truman (Dem.), 
Missouri, of the committee said in 
a joint statement: “This report, one 
of a series on the Chicago Great 
Western Railroad Co., describes 
how that railroad was seized by 
stockmarket ventures operating on 
a shoe-string through Bremo Cor- 
poration, a _ holding company 
formed for the purpose.

phoned out of the treasury of the 
Van Sweringen-controlled Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Railway Co. by way 
of its wholly-owned subsidiary, Vir- 
ginia Transportation Co. 

“The report further reveals that 
the previous management of the 
Chicago Great Western, which had 
been placed in power following a 
reorganization by J. P. Morgan &

NAZIS ABOUT BALKAN AIMS 


British Dispatch Reports Berlin Replied That 
Moves in Rumania Were Defensive, 
Not Offensive. , 


LONDON, Oct. 21 (AP).—A Reu- 
ters (British news agency) dis- 
patch from Bucharest said yester- 
day the Soviet Russian Govern- 
ment has sent two notes to Berlin 
asking an explanation of recent 
Nazi moves in the Balkans, accord- 
ing to reports current in Rumanian 
political circles. 

The first note, the dispatch re- 
ported, reminded Germany that 
Southeastern Europe has been rec- 
ognized as a German economic hin- 
terland, but not as a_ political 
sphere of the Reich. 

To this reminder Germany was 
said to have replied that it was 
obliged to take certain military 
measures to guarantee fulfilment 
of Southeastern Europe’s economic 
obligations toward the Reich, be- 
cause of indications that Britain 


was preparing to attack these re- 
gions. 

The second Moscow note was re- 
ported to have asked what was the 
real purpose of the Nazi military 
penetration in the Balkans and 
whether Germany was aware of 
certain Hungarian and Rumanian 
elements which entertained the 
idea of being Germany’s allies in 
a war against the Soviet. 

To this, the Reuter dispatch said, 
Germany was said to have replied 
that its mission was aimed at 
creating a defensive, not offensive, 
setup in Rumania. - 

In Bucharest there were reports 
that Joachim von Ribbentrop, Ger- 
many’s Foreign Minister, would go 
to Moscow soon to seek to line up 
the Soviet with the Berlin-Rome- 
Tokyo Axis.

FRENCH REDS SEIZED IN RAIDS 


Five Communists were arrested and 
70 others administratively interned 
after police carried out 129 raids 
Oct. 16 in the Loire Department, it 
was announced officially today. 


Athens that railway lines to Adi- 
anople, a Turkish city in territory 
wedged between the Bulgarian and 
Greek borders, were jammed with 
troop trains, while 500,000 Turkish 
troops were said to be already in 
the region of the Dardanelles. 


A rumor that Soviet-Turkish mili- 
tary talks were under way in Adri- 
anople was carried by the Budapest 
newspaper, Magyar Nemzet, while 
other unconfirmed reports said the 
Turks were building new fortifica- 
tions and communications. 


The Turkish press, predicting 
that the Axis would attempt its 
next push in the Near East, played 
up British maneuvers to counter 
such a drive. 


Despite warlike talk, most Balkan 
observers felt it unlikely that an 
Axis campaign was in the offing 
but that only strong diplomatic 
action could be expected for the 
time being. 


All Southeastern European coun- 
tries watched eagerly for signs 
clarifying Soviet Russian policy in 
this area as a guide to the future. 
Although Yugoslavia was more 
firmly tied to German economic 
apron strings, Belgrade movie fans 
still packed theaters showing the 
Soviet film, “Peter the Great,” 
which had been barred in Hun- 


ing from Moscow. 

Foreign military observers em- 
phasized Germany’s recognized 
thoroughness in preparing military 
campaigns before ever pulling the 
trigger and expressed belief the 
Axis has much work to do if it is 
aiming at the Near East. 


Turkish Newspaper Reminds Hitler 
of Alexander the Great’s Error. 
ISTANBUL, Turkey, Oct. 21 
(AP).—The Turkish press repeated 
today its previous challanges to 
Germany’s ambitions in southeast- 
ern Europe and also commented 
bitterly on Bulgaria’s attitude as 
allegedly reflected in Sofia news- 
papers. 

Turkey wants peace, said an ed- 
itorial in Yeni Sabah, but a bitter 
struggle is preferred to “peace 
gained dishonorably.” 

The editorial criticised an edi- 
torial in the Sofia newspaper Mir 
which reportedly suggested that 
German victory was inevitable and 
urged that small nations capitulate 
without resistance. 

“Mir suggests such a common, 
humble, low course that it dishon- 
ors the Bulgarian pride and pa- 
triotism we have learned to know,” 
Yeni Sabah continued. “There is 
no Turk who would not agree with 
Hitler that people who do not de- 
fend their country’s independence 
with all vigor should be looked 
down upon. 

“If Germany comes south she 
may find Bulgaria bowed before 
her, but when she arrives at the 
Turkish frontier she will meet her 


match, which is the reason she 
probably will not come here.” 
An article written by Sadru 


Ertem, a Deputy in the National 
Assembly, stated: 

“Germany has become Russia’s 
greatest enemy. The tri-partite 
pact aims openly at substituting 
the Fascist world order for the 
Soviet world revolution as a world 
ideology.”

Germany’s winter relief is sup- 
ported in part by contributions 
from the Tag day, in which various 
branches of the Nazi party have to 
take part. The captured armament 
included tanks, guns, radio and 
field range finders from the Polish 
and Western campaigns. 

Unter den Linden for _ several 
blocks west from the Platz had 
many of the aspects of a midway. 

Along the parkway, in the center 
of the street, were tinsmiths at 
work in roped-off quarters. At an- 
other place young men were fash- 
ioning ornamental iron, the use of 
which, however, is controlled strict- 
ly as a war measure. A blacksmith 
was shoeing two horses, and coop- 
‘ers were making barrels. There

Atfects Thousands of Items 


of Daily Life Are 


Luxuries Take Full Assessment: Articles Part 


Under Lower Levy— 


Essentials Untouched.

NGLAND came out of its dug- 
E outs and basements this morn- 
ing to look upon-a minor bomb- 
shell in the shape of a 33 per cent 
sales tax. Difficulties of staying 
alive in these parts are increasing 
every day. 

Thousands of articles in daily 
use are subject to this levy by 
which the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer hopes to obtain $550,000,000 
during the next year. All luxuries 
come in for an assessment of a full 
third of the wholesale purchase 
price. Articles one might get along 


part of daily life, are listed at one- 
sixth the wholesale price. Numerous 
essentials are not to be taxed at all. 
Thus a new hat pays tops, a tea- 
pot 16 per cent, a teething ring 
nothing. 


public of the beauties of this new 
levy point out that, by neat shad- 
ing, merchants will be made to bear 
a part of the mounting costs and 
be allowed no profit on money col- 
lected as tax. Thus, if a hat is 
bought at a retail store the tax will 
amount to only 24‘per cent instead 
of 33. Furthermore, the tax will be 
effective only when the merchants 
have to replace stocks now on the 
shelves. They will not be allowed 
—so the theory goes—to increase 
prices on goods they had in their 
show windows Saturday. 


Visitors over here who have seen 
sales taxes operate elsewhere are 
not so sanguine about this feature. 


'Shelter Pastime. 


However, as you sit in your moth- 
proof shelter, you can have a lot 
of entertainment figuring out what 
can be done with the new manner 
of living. If you are a little woman 
and can wear little girls’ clothes, 
your wardrobe won’t cost you any 
more than it would have last week. 
And what makes a little girl, ac- 
cording to England’s tax experts, 
is rather interesting—-she must not 
measure more than 36 inches about 
the chest, but may be of indetermi- 
nate length. On the other hand, 
a little boy is somebody whose over- 
coat does not measure more than 
42 inches in length. It appears he 
can be of any width, and there is 
no limit on the length of his sleeves 
or the hems on his trousers.

Thus, 
camphor, bought of a pharmacist, 
for chasing moths or curing colds, 
is taxed one-sixth but if bought as 
a beauty preparation is assessed 
one-third. A clothes brush is a 
luxury—a shoe brush isn’t. House- 
holds soap is free—toilet soap car- 
ries the highest tax. Mousetraps 
and rat-traps are taxed. Vermin 
traps, whatever they may be, are 
free. 

It was made clear this morning 
that a tax will be charged on all 
clothing delivered by tailors after 
this date, although the original 
purchase—and payment—may have 
béen made days ago. 

Saturday was one of London’s 
best shopping days. The rush to 
stores to lay in supplies of house- 
hold goods and toilet articles and 
such before the coming of the tax 
was fairly general all over Eng- 
land. Special interest was shown 
in silk stockings, which not only 
will carry a full tax from now on 
but presently will not be obtain- 
able at any price. For that mat- 
ter, there won’t be any silk of 
any sort available in the shops 
after the first of the year when 
the manufacture of stockings, lin- 
gerie and _ similar pretties will 
cease. 


The Daily Herald, London labor 
paper, comments on the tax rather 
brusquely. 

“This bad tax,” it says, “could 
not be tolerated except in grave 
emergency, and then only if the 
propertied section of the commun- 
ity makes a fair contribution at 
the same time. If the Government 
would nerve itself to give us a tax 
on private capital fortunes during 
the war it could fairly ask the 
wage earner, for the sake of vic- 
tory, to bear further burdens like 
this purchase tax.”

Most Draftees Will Spend Their 
Year of Service in the Infantry 


Nothing in Europe Has Changed War De- 
partment’s Conviction That Marching Men 


Still Win Battles.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP). 


OTHING has happened in Eu- 
Nrove yet to change the convic- 

tion of the War Department 
that “hard, well-trained, efficient 
marching infantry supported by all 
other arms, clinch the decision on 
the modern battlefield.” 


That, boiled down to its essence, | 
would necessarily mean that the’ 
War Department still regards the. 
tough, long-winded, hard-fighting 
infantry as the good right arm of 
its fighting force. 

It doesn’t matter how the infan-| 
try goes from here to there. It 
may cross a county, state or coun- 
try by train, airplane ortruck. But 
after it gets to the scene of action, 
it stands up on its own feet and 


fights with rifle and bayonet, 


As Gen. George C. Marshall, the 
chief of staff, describes it, the in- 
fantry is a “hard bitten service 
where the men have to slough 
through the mud and do not get 
much publicity; they do not photo- 


graph well.” But on them rest the 
winning or losing of battles. 

Consequently, the training pro- 
gram is working toward the devel- 
opment of 45 infantry-artillery di- 
visions. This will provide almost 
four infantrymen for every one 
motorized or in the cavalry. There 
will be 10 armored and two cavalry 
divisions. 


Most Draftees to Infantry. 


But it is to the infantry that 
most of the men inducted into the 
service through the selective draft 
will go at the outset. Some, adapt- 
ed by aptitude or special training, 
will filter through into other 
branches. 

The tank corps, cavalry, air corps 
and most of the more mudern mil- 
itary creations that have evolved 
from the war in Europe are agen- 
cies that must be operated by the 
professional soldier. It takes years 
of training to perform the tasks 
of any of these divisions. 

The man going into the army un- 
der compulsion for one year of 
service can hardly be assigned to 
training in the handling of anti- 
aircraft and anti-tank guns. He 
cannot be trained for the newly 
created parachute units. He can- 


handle navigation instruments or 
use a bomb sight._ 


It costs $500 to give a man his 
primary training as a pilot, plus 
another $1075 for secondary train- 
ing. After that he is ready to 
enter an army flying school. And 
the men used as navigators and 
bombardiers are, chiefly, those who 


‘Started out to be flyers. 


These are what the army figures 
are the post-graduate courses, 


needed for the professional soldier 


but too valuable to be lavished on 
the man who will spend just one 


‘year in active service because of 


the need of the moment. 


Nor would the raw recruit be 
any more ready for such training 
than a kindergarten child is ready 
to study medicine. The first 13 
weeks the new soldier spends in 
camp will be devoted to learning 
the rudiments of soldiering. 


Set of Exercises. 


He will be toughened physically 
by a gradugl but steadily stiffen- 
ing set of exercises designed _ to 


‘develop an ability to endure pro- 


longed and arduous exertion. He 
will be taught to march, to use 
his weapons and take care of him- 
self in the field. He learns indi- 
vidual drills, the manual of arms, 
the simple orders of the platoon 
and company. 


At the end of-this period, the 
army feels he will have learned the 
fundamentals of the soldier, know 
something of discipline and be in 
prime physical condition.

He 
learns more about the use of cover, 
concealment, camouflage. scouting, 
patroling, target and combat prac- 
tice with various weapons, map 
reading and the use of the com- 
pass.

TOMORROW’S RECKONING? 


There is a plague of land hunger abroad in Europe 
such as has not scourged the continent since the 
Mongols, on their wild ponies, rode out of the East, 
and the Goths poured over the walls of Rome. 

Already Hitlef has seized the most fertile fields 
of France. Stalin has hoisted the hammer and 
sickle over the Baltic states and half of Poland. 
Mussolini has taken a nibble at the French Riviera; 
he is casting greedy eyes on Greece, and licking his 
chops at the prospect of an African empire. 

This disease of empire-building is a contagious 
one. Even the Graustarkian Kings of Rumania and 
Bulgaria and the Admiral-Regent of Hungary have 
played at it. For Rumania and Bulgarir, as for 
Poland before them, it seems to have been just a mat- 
ter of fattening themselves for the slaughter. So far, 
| the Hungarians have had the better time of it. 

This country was reduced to 28 per cent of its 
former size by the Treaty of the Trianon. That's 
where the pangs began. However, since Hitler made 
ropes of sand of Europe’s boundaries, Hungary has 
grown astonishingly. 

But Budapest is far from sated. Lest the people 
forget greed for so long as a day, a huge electric 
signboard has been erected along the Danube. Leland 
Stowe describes it as, in its first phase, a map of 
1919 Hungary. In the second phase, a series of 
lights go on to show the jackal’s share of the Czech 
Republic. More lights indicate the annexation of the 
sub-Carpathian Ukraine. Still more of them indicate 
that part of Transylvania that is now Hungarian. 
And beyond them all is the old Hapsburg frontier. 
There is also a Liberty square in Budapest, where 
the flag is always at half-staff. It is an appeal to 
patriotism to support new grabs, to transgress at 
Bethel and multiply transgression at Gilgal. 
But to what purpose is all this aggrandizement? 
Only to add to the acres of a small ruling class, to 
the domains of the old monasteries and to the crown 
lands. Each new grab means more acres for the 
Esterhazys, not for the landless peasants. 

But are not the Esterhazys piling up tomorrow’s 
reckoning? Their country is such a land as Spain 
was, and is again. It is a poor realm in which they 
are rich. They do not realize that blind patriotism 
can wear thin, and that riches, seen through its 
opening seams, can be a goad to the landless and the 
hopeless. In Spain it was so strong a goad that the 
land ran blood. 

Is not all Europe piling up tomorrow’s reckoning? 
Is not a French clique, after being party to the loss 
of the country’s freedom through selfishness and 
inept command, seeking to forge new fetters for the 
people? Has not a Russian clique transformed high 
ideals into shackles? Is not a German clique per- 
petrating a great fraud in disguising regimentation 
with the labels of Socialism and nationalism? Is 
there anywhere, except in England, so much as a 
glint of understanding that the way to a brave new 
world is the way of more for the many, rather 
than more for the few? 

Perhaps Europe needs a new empire—an empire 
in which a German would not seek to live at the 
expense of a Frenchman, a Hungarian on the neck 
of a Bulgar. Perhaps Europe needs a new order 
that goes far beyond the ideals on which were found- 
ed that shade of a shade, the League of Nations. 
But can this new super-nationalism rest on the sword 
and the knout? Can it exist for the benefit of the 
few and at the expense of many? 

Will there not come on some tomorrow a realiza- 
tion of the new oppression? And if tomorrow comes?

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THE MIRACULOUS MOTOR CAR. 


In the story of his business career, under the head- 
ing, “Adventures of a White Collar Worker,” Alfred 
P. Sloan Jr., chairman of General Motors, made a 
confession that endeared him to most readers, we 
feel sure, as a fellow-mortal, after all. As the lat- 
est models rolled off the lines, he has wondered, a 
bit despondently, how in the world could any fur- 
ther improvement be hoped for, or even dreamed 
of. That is precisely the attitude of the indispen- 
sable man in the economic equation, Mr. Buyer. Like 
Mr. Sloan, he has looked upon the last word and 
accepted it as such. 

But the last word in automobilia has not been pro- 
nounced, and, from all the visible tokens, never will 
be. Again the annual motor show opens its doors 
in St. Louis, and the cars of ’41 leave their still 
shining prototypes of 40 in the doleful category of 
the outmoded. Paraphrasing Brother Tennyson, “In 
the fall a livelier iris comes upon the polished hood 
and a nimbler red corpuscle courses through the en- 
gine’s blood.” In deeper beauty, in higher altitudes 
of utility, by chapter and verse of sparkling specifica- 
tions, the ballad of endless progress is recited. 

In the days of its ubiquitous ascendancy, Model T, 
it may be recalled, snootily refused to rub fenders 
with other specimens of the genus at the yearly ex- 
hibit, choosing to display its qualities in haughty 
isolation. But that covered wagon of motor cars dis- 
appeared from the road, and its creator, Henry Ford, 
now joins in the sweeping competitive bow which 
the industry makes to public favor. They are all 
bidding for preference now, and they speak an allur- 
ing language. 

Meantime, the lights in the laboratories burn bright- 
ly on. The treadmill of research knows no end, no 
pause. Engineering seeks farther frontiers of oper- 
ative efficiency. Artists are painting pictures of to- 
morrow’s cars in handsomer design and richer deco- 
ration. | 

Sisyphus had a pretty steady job rolling up the 
stone that tumbled back down the hill just before he 
reached the top. But he had nothing on the unknown 
toilers in the vast studios where are drawn the blue- 
prints which the genius of massed production resolves 
into the miraculous motor car. 
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AN OLD STORY. 

That is a pretty story which has come up from 
Alto Pass down in the Illinois Ozarks about the holly- 
hocks which a slave girl named Priscilla planted 
more than a century ago. The girl was a quadroon, 
born on a Carolina plantation and sold at the age of 
9 to a well-to-do Cherokee, He took her to the 
Great Smoky Mountains, where she planted by her 
tepee a packet of hollyhock seeds which she had 
brought from the plantation. They grew and bloomed 
and, when the tribe came West, she carried still 
another handful in her apron pocket. Frozen creeks 
halted the caravan near Jonesboro in the winter of 
1838; there she was bought by Basil Silkwood of 
Mulkeytown, who later set her free along with other 
slave children. To show her appreciation, she planted 
the seeds near the house of her benefactor, and for 
102 years they have come up, blazed red and pink 
and flame, seeded themselves and come up again. 

That is the story. And now seeds from the first 
flowers planted by the slave girl have been scattered 
by hollyhock lovers in a mass seeding of more than 
300 miles of roadside in Southern Illinois. Yes, a 
pretty story, but no prettier than the prospect of 
mile on mile of winding highways lined with tall 
spikes of swaying color in Ozark Junes to come. 
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MORE DELAY FOR A NEEDED REFORM. 


The people of St. Louis will not have a chance 
on Nov. 5 to redeclare themselves in favor of elect- 
ing their Aldermen by wards. The deadline for 
placing propositions on the ballot has passed, and 
the bill of Alderman William Warnick is still bot- 
tled up in the board’s legislative committee. 

Mr. Warnick is not beaten. He has announced 
that he will resubmit his proposition and time the 
vote for the municipal election next April. With 
three of the seven members of the Legislative Com- 
mittee now declared in favor of the plan, it surely 
will be reported out by the board as a whole. 
Further delay, however, is disappointing and un- 
worthy of the administration of a Mayor who wishes 
to be known as a leader of St. Louis. Had the 
proposition gone to the voters this November, and 
had they supported it by the virtual 2-to-1 ratio of 
their 1934 majority, the change would have been 
effective in time for the next aldermanic election. 
And that would have given St, Louis much-needed 
minority representation in its law-making body. 
One of the prices of freedom unfortunately is the 
freedom of self-servers to place their own interests 
above the public interest. Aldermen who could not 
win in their own wards and who are elected only 
because the party sweep of the city carries them into 
office are the obstructionists, They are the blockers. 
But they cannot hold out forever. 

Some day—the sooner the~better—St. Louis wil] 
have a representative assembly in the City Hall, not 
a creature of the prevailing machine. 


Thousands of St. Louis families haven’t enough 
money to buy sufficient milk for their families. At 
the same time, milk producers have a large surplus, 
for which there is no sale. This is one phase of that 
long-continued nation-wide paradox, want in the 
midst of plenty. Steps are now being taken to correct 
this situation locally, for the benefit of all concerned. 
Prolonged discussion among the various groups con- 
nected with milk production and distribution, and 
with relief, has at last resulted in the plan announced 
by Mayor Dickmann, for the sale of milk at 5 cents 
a quart (as compared with the regular price of 12% 
cents) to needy persons, beginning about Dec. 1. 
Some 37,000 persons will be eligible to buy milk at 
this low cost. The plan is made possible by the 
elimination of profits among distributors, and by a 
subsidy from the Department of Agriculture. 

This method is only a makeshift solution for Amer- 
ica’s great paradox, it is true. It cannot be consid- 
ered finally solved until every family has sufficient 
income to buy all it needs of foodstuffs and other 
essentials. Bringing this about over the nation 
would not only benefit the consumer, but would

BYRNES ACCUSES 
LLKIE OF DECEIT 
ON PREPAREDNESS 


Asserts His Statements May 
Convince Dictators ‘‘We 
Are as Helpless as He 
Says We Are.” 


NEW YORK, Oct. 21 (AP). — 
Senator James F. Byrnes of South 
Carolina said today that Wendell 
L. Killkie had made “deceptive” 
campaign statements that might 
convince dictators that “we are as 
helpless as he says we are.” 

Such statements, Byrnes asserted 
at press conference at Democratic 
National Headquarters, might have 
a “bad redction” on Latin-Ameri- 
can republics which, he said, or- 
dinarily would depend on the Unit- 
ed States fo rprotection and which 
might think that they would have 
to look elsewhere for it. 

Byrnes asaid that Willkie had 
made “deceptive” statements which 
were “frightening the people,” and 
listed among these an assertion 
that the United States army had 
no rifles. 

“As a matter of fact,” Byrnes 
said, “the army has _ 2,000,000 
Springfield and Enfield rifles.” 

Denies Secret Commitments. 

Byrnes described as “reckless and 
irresponsible” statements he at- 
tributed to the Republican forces 
which implied that President 
Roosevelt had made secret com- 
mitments with foreign govern- 
ments. He said he did not believe 
that any President, Democratic or 
Republican, would make such com- 
mitments and that if one did he 
should be impeached. In such a 
case, Byrnes said, as a member of 
the Senate trying impeachment 
charges he would vote for ouster. 

The Republican candidate, 
Byrnes asserted, was “going strong 
in one direction,” while Republic- 
ans in Congress were “going strong 
in the opposite direction’ ’in mat- 
ters of foreign affairs. 

Willkie, he said, supported the 
Roosevelt foreign policy in most 
part, while Republicans in Con- 
gress were voting against it. He 
said that Republicans voted against 
lifting the arms embargo, against 
defense appropriations until the 
fall of France and that some had 
voted against conscription. 

On Amortization Plan. 

Willkie, he said, had accused the 
President of holding up the amor- 
tization plan for defense contracts 
and thereby delayed defense ef- 
forts. When the plan came to the 
Senate, Byrnes’ continued, “only 
one lone Republican voted for it.”

THE WITCH CAKE SUGGESTS A HALLOWEEN PARTY, BUT 
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THERE’S NO RULE AGAINST USING IT TO DRESS UP A FAMILY

HE Hallowe’en season literally 
T hows for a rollicking ghostly 

party. The traditional touch of 
witchery in foods and decorations 
always adds to the fun. Make your 
house—or at least, the dining room 
—look as spooky as possible, with 
grinning jack-o’-lanterns,  scare- 
crows and witches. 

A little silliness is good for re- 
laxing in these days of tension. 
Here are some food ideas for a 
spooky party: 

Hallowe’en togs on fig loaf sand- 
wiches add a gay note to an infor- 
mal function. Sandwiches can be 
made up in advance and they tie 
in perfectly with hot or cold cider, 
fruit punch, coffee or salads. 

To make the loaf: Mix three 
cups flour, three teaspoons baking 
powder, two-thirds teaspoon soda, 
One teaspoon salt, one cup chopped 
figs, one-half cup dark brown 
sugar, an egg, one and one-fourth 
cups sour milk and two tablespoons 
fat, melted. Bake in a greased or 
waxed paper lined pan in a mod- 
erately slow oven—about 325 de- 
grees—for an hour. Cool, cut into 
slices and spread with yellow 
cheese and ‘soft butter. Arrange 
sandwich fashion and cut into cir- 
cles. Make Hallowe’en designs on 
each sandwich with strips of figs 
stuck on with butter. 

Taffy apples go hand in hand 
with Hallowe’en. Select firm, red 
eating apples. Discard the stems 
and stick wooden skewers through 
for handles. Boil in a deep pan 
three cups dark brown sugar and 
3 cups of water until a fine thread 
forms when poured from a spoon. 
Stir in two tablespoons lemon juice 
and quickly dip each apple until 
coated. Dry on waxed paper. 

Hallowe’en Puffs are new and 
can be made in a short time. Beat 
two eggs for a minute, add one 
teaspoon each of vanilla and salt, 
one-half cup granulated sugar, one- 
fourth teaspoon each of grated 
orange rind and cinnamon, three 
cups flour, three teaspoons baking 
powder, one cup milk and a table- 
spoon of melted fat. Mix the dough 
and then drop portions from a 
spoon inte deep, hot fat. Fry like 
doughtnuts. Sprinkle with shredded 
coconut, ground nuts or spiced 
brown sugar and pile in a scooped- 
out pumpkin. | 


If you want Witch’s Brew: Mix 
together four cups prune juice, two 
cups each of orange and pineapple 
juice, one cup grapefruit juice and 
one-fourth cup lemon juice. Chill 
and serve in a cauldron—a glass 
dish in a black kettle. If you choose, 
top the brew with balls of orange 
or lime sherbet.

And mary is a recipe for Witch 
Cake: 

Two cups sifted cake flour, one 
teaspoon soda, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, one-half cup shortening, one 
and one-fourth cups brown sugar, 
two eggs or three egg yolks, un- 
beaten, three squares unsweetened 
chocolate, melted, one cup milk, one 
teaspoon vanilla. 

Sift flour once, measure, add soda 
and salt, and sift together three 
times. Cream butter thoroughly, add 
Sugar gradually, and cream until 
light and fluffy. Add eggs, one ata 
time, beating well. Add chocolate 
and blend. Add flour, alternately 
with milk, a small amount at a time, 
beating after each addition until 
Smooth. Add vanilla. Bake in two 
greased deep nine-inch layer pans 
or three greased éight-inch layer 
pans in moderate oven (350 degrees) 
25 to 30 minutes.

QUOTED the saying of my 
| triena Dr. Thurman Rice, Direc-

I seem to have the 
faculty of creating opposition by 
my remarks, which troubles me, 
because I am naturally of a peace-

which not only sneered at me, but 
also at strawberries. 

I am happy to be able to justify 
Dr. Rice and myself and straw- 
berries by reporting on a brand- 
new research. 

Vitamin C is a substance which 
every being needs pretty regularly 
from birth to old age. If a regular 
supply is not on hand, the results 
range from a mild to a severe case 
of scurvy, to death. Very few peo- 
ple have scurvy and very few doc- 
tors have even seen a case except 
under most unusual conditions, so 
the conclusion would seem to be 
quite logical that Vitamin C is 
widely and generally distributed 
in nature. It’s pretty hard for us 
not to get any Vitamin C if we 
follow the ordinary habits of diet.

IN THE first flush of our en- 
thusiasm about vitamins it used to 
be stated that lemons and oranges 
contained the vitamin in the best 
quantities. Then tomatoes were 
said to have even more Vitamin C 
than oranges. We really ought to 
have known better than to stress 
these substances, because we heard 
and repeated the historical story 
of the case of Jacques Cartier’s 
sailors who had scurvy and were 
cured by the leaf of a tree on the 
banks of the St. Lawrence. Then 
Vilhalmijhr Stefansson told us that 
he had lived a long time in the Are- 
tic and by eating meat alone pre- 
vented scurvy. So we might have 
concluded that even though the 
body cannot manufacture it or 
store it, it must be present in most 
articles of food.

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SO FAR AS strawberries are 
concerned, two investigators have 
found that strawberries have as 
much Vitamin C as the citrus 
fruits. This is very welcome, at 
least to me, not only because it 
justifies my quotation, but because 
strawberries, in my opinion, have 
great advantages from a gustatory 
and esthetic standpoint. In fact, 
I would like strawberries even if 
they didn’t have any Vitamin C in 
them. 

Cabbage, the same piece of re- 
search tells me, also has a large 
amount of Viamin C. The daily 
Vitamin C requirements of an 
adult may be satisfied by 30 strings 
of cole slaw. I put these statements 
down coldly as facts, wishing to do 
full justice to cabbage, but I feel I 
should add that for me cabbage 
lacks charm. There have always 
been things about cabbages which 
fail to stir in me that loyalty which 
I owe to all the products of a 
bounteous natural universe. 

To go back quite seriously to the 
Vitamin C question — about the 
only way to deprive yourself is to 
eat highly processed foods—candy, 
crackers, pancakes, molasses and 
salt meats.

(Cost About 17 Cents. 


One cup dried lima beans: one 
carrot, scraped; one small onion, 
diced; four sprigs parsley; one tea- 
spoon whole black peppers; one 
tall tin evaporated milk; one-half 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce (if 
desired); two teaspoons salt. 

Wash beans, cover with cold wa- 
ter and soak several hours or over- 
night. Drain, add one quart cold 
water and cook slowly until ten- 
der, about one hour. After half an 
hour of cooking, add vegetables and 
black peppers. When beans are 
done, ruh all of mixture through a 
sieve; there should be three cups 
of pulp and liquid. If not, add hot 
water. Meanwhile, have evaporat- 
ed milk heated to scalding. Just 
before serving, combine hot bean 
puree with milk and add season- 
ings. Serves five or six.

The standard is set and 
you've either got to top it or take 
some pretty harsh talk from the 
critics. And another worry of hers 
these days is what sort of an eco- 
nomic situation we’re going to find 
ourselves in if the war in Europe 
drags on.

DON’T pretend to under- 
stand world politics or eco- 
nomics,” she admitted, “but 


I can understand that if Hitler 
were to win this struggle our 
own economic. situation would 


be in a pretty serious way. That 
is why I favor giving all the aid 
we can to Britain. Of course, 
I have absolute faith that Eng- 
land will’ win. You can’t take 
away people’s freedom of thought 
and religion without going back to 
the Dark Ages, and the world 
won't stand for that. Recently I 
took an oath that I would board 
the water wagon until England 
won the war, and I’m pretty cer- 
tain that I'll be able to take a 
cocktail pretty soon.” 

Particularly affected by the news 
from Britain because she _ spent 
eight years there as the toast of 
the London stage, Tallulah has an- 
other reason for deep sympathy 
with the English plight. Her hus- 
band, John Emery, who is now 
playing leading man to Gertrude 
Lawrence in “Skylark,” is a mem- 
ber of one of the oldest theatrical 
families in England. 


In mourning since the death of 
her famous father, Speaker Bank- 
head of the House of Representa- 
tives, Tallulah is a much tamer 
person than the one I interviewed 
when she played here in “I Am 
Different,” just two years ago. 

“I go out very little now,” she 
said. “My whoopee-making  con- 
sists mainly of a nice fast-bridge 
game with my secretary and a 
couple of people from the cast.” 

But the quieting down that the 
terrific Tallulah has undergone 
certainly doesn’t show on the stage. 
she’s got a role into which she 
can sink her teeth at last, and she 
plays it to the hilt. One critic re- 
cently dreamed up this paragraph 
—“Previous to ‘The Little Foxes, 
it seemed impossible to find ade- 
quate parts for this strange elec- 
tric woman with the languid eyes, 
the panther’s step And the siren’s 
husky voice.

The final seven diamond bid was 
well conceived from two angles. 
North not only appraised the com- 
bined hands for 13 tricks, at the 
very worst on a diamond finesse if 
South’s suit were no better than 
A-J high, but he also correctly fig- 
ured that diamonds and not spades 
should be the trump suit. There was 
a far better chance that South could 
discard clubs on the spade suit 
than that North could discard them 
on a diamond suit to which he 
would have to follow four times. 

It is interesting to notice that 
the seven diamond contract was a 
lay-down, whereas seven spades 
would have required the club 
finesse, which would have lost.
